This cattle 


disease hit Comanche County in the southeast section of the county and has 


pretty well stayed in that area even though the quarantine area has extend­ 


ed into Comanche. There are a number of dairies in this quarantine area, 


but as a whole they have gotten by relatively light. Regardless of rumors 


and advertising being circulated, there has been only two known losses of 


dairy cows to Anthraw. The Porter Franks Dairy has lost 4 head since 


this outbreak but the blood tests have shown “Negative to Anthrax”. 


When the outbreak and the quarantine began in Comanche County the first 


thought to dairy farmers in the area was “W ill the Health Department 


take our milk?” Central West Texas Milk Producers Association contact­ 


ed the Abilene Health Department and the State Health Department in 


Austin, and were informed that the milk would not be affected by the 


disease or the vaccine given for its prevention.
